MORE LIGHT ON GIVI 
HOSPITAL QUESTION 


President A, ©, Fraser of the Royal 
Alexandra Hospital, Tells Facts 
Regarding Recent Burning Case— 
‘Woman Not Refused When Con- 
dition Was Known, 


With reference “to the burning fa- 
tality that took place on the South 
side on the 16th of December, when 
a woman named Beatrice Favthrop 
was kept in the city ambulance for 
an hour before being admitted to a 
hospital, the Bulletin yesterday re- 
ceived the following letter from A, 
Cc. Fraser, chairman of the hospital 
board: 

“Der Sit: While the staff of the Royal 
Alexandra hospital heve not been specially 
inentioned, except in one instance, in con- 
hection with the case of the unfortunate 
woman who was burned tn Stratheona re- 
cently, they have been considerably em- 
barrassed by the fact that a Considerable 
portion of the public have been given a 
wrong impression, through an Inaccurate 
interview given in the papers by an indi- 
vidual who was stpposed to kyow the 
facts, lt is But Justice to them to say 
that they are In no way to blame, nor are 
they subject to censure in any way what- 
ever in connections with the case, and both 
the staff aid the managing board of the 
hospital court the fullest investigation into 
the cireumstances,” 

If the staff of the Royal Alexandra 
hospital have any cause of complaint, 
it is not with the Bulletin, as in the 
account of the matter at the time it 
Was merely stated that every bed at 
the Royal Alexandra was occupied 
and that Dr, Whitelaw finally per- 
suaded Miss Fairseryice to receive the 
pyor woman, 

No Convertstion With Hog 

Interviewed last night by 4% e Bul- 
letin with reference to the a oy off 
Mr. A, C. Fraser said Dr, Whitelaw 
had no conversation with the Royal 
Alexandra before the patient was ad- 
mitted, and did not ‘phone to the 
hospital until atter she was dead. 

The facts of the cage, said Mr. 
Fraver, were these: The Royal Al- 
exandra received a ‘phone message 
from the police that they had a burn- 
ing case. Now, a burning case is not 
necessarily very serious, and the lady 
superiniendent herself answered the 
‘phone, and said, “We have no room 
here, Try some of the other hospit- 
als.” About half-an-hour afterwards 
sae received another ‘phone message, 
and she said, “Ig that the same case 
You 'phoned ‘about before?!’ Lpon re- 
ceiving a reply in the affirmative, she 
said, “Well, bring the case up here 
by ali means,” 

Found. to be Serious Case. 

“When the case arrived at the hos- 
pital,” said Mr, Fraser, “it was found 
to bé a very serious case. The wom- 
an should mever heve been moved 
from the first unless an opiate had 
been administered to her by a doctor, 
and the rap whoux ere L FoR AN Ma

out medical: attention were guilty of 
avery Serious crime.” 

Dr. Whitelaw, when shown Mr, 
Fraser's letter last night, emphatical- 
ly stated that the interview with him 
Was absolutely correct. with, the ex- 
ception that he did; not pesronally 
‘phone tothe’ Royab.Alexandra, but 
thvat the superintendent at the Isola- 
tion hospitai did sd under instructions 
from him. “The police also told me" 
said Dr. Whitelaw, “that they ‘phoned 
to all the hospitals of the city and 
were turned down.” 

Dr. Whitelaw added that 
ly fair to Miss Pair. rvicc 
ag soon as she learned the chact facts | 
of the case, she readily consented t 
take the patient in. 

Hospital Accommodation, 

Mr. Fraser, in his interview W th 
the Bulletin last night, referred to 
the general question of hospital ac- 
cammodation, He said there was not 

lf enough room in the hospitals 
of the city, “At the Royal Alexand- 
ra," he said, “if the police or anybody 
else telephones with regard to an 
emergency case, they are told, to 
bring ‘it along, and room for is 
made by placing 4 convalescent pat- 
jent somewhere else in the meantime. 
An emergency case has never been 
refused yet,”

ing cases im, as some rare taken to the 
hospital that should buyer be there at all 
For instance, & smalipox case was pre- 
wehted the other day by the police. Then, 
a week of fwo ago, an alcoholic case was | 
recelved. He was placed in 4 private ward, 
which costs $4 a day, and we don't know 
whether we will get the money or not 
‘Twenty-four hours after his admittance 
he developed delirium tremens and began 
to smash furniture, and we had to hire a 
iman at $4.4 day to look after him, waking 
a total cost of §8 per day in all. That 
sbows you what we are up against.”
